His Excellency then referred to tlio effects 
of not properly attending to the education of 
the young. He related his experiences as Go- 
vernor uf tho peual settlement of Western 
Australia, nod expressed Ilia conviction that 
every convict — wtiat with tho expenses of 
Dutch iug, convicting, feeding, watching, 
passage- money, &c, cost tho mother country 
S1.0U0. I'lie passage out, alone, amounted 
to iibout jEl per head. He enjoined upon 
the deputation the necessity uf preserving 
unity and conco.'d in Ihe general cause ol 
education. Personally bo rhouid object lo 
see the education of the young tail into the 
bauds of any ono sect or denomination. 

Mr. Dundas drew his Excellency's alten- 
tion to the system as i' now obtained in the 
Army schools iu England, where ministers 
had lice and ready access lotho boys of their 
own church ; ho thought the system u good 
on.-, und might apply here. 

Ilia Excellency said bo was uwarc of tbo 
system, and nuy person who could desire 
mora than ihat would be, ha thought, wrong, 
and he was suie unreasonable. 

Mr. Cridge said that the system of con- 
sectarian schools, as curried cut iu Canada, 
be understood practically though not ottensi 
bly excluded all religions instruction. 

His Excellency referred to his pnst ex- 
perience m another colony, where the public 
paid lor a common school, which included 
Roman Catholics and all.donoininations. The 
ministers used to be permitted to go lo the 
school for the purpose ol uttcuding to the re- 
ions trainipg of their own ch ildren ( a duty 
winch be specially enjoined upon theiu), and 
so strongly did he regard religion as the 
basis ol all sound education that he caused 
to be set apart a portion ol the public funds 
for the purpose of nidint; in tho erection of 
buildings to be used as Sunday schools, and 
accordingly in a short time each had its own 
Sunday school. The practical ellect of this, 

it appeared to him, was to avoid differcr.ee or 
d isseusion. 

Mr. Dundas snid that already each body 
lwre possessed its own Sunday school, on 
which it bestowed much attention, 

His Excellency concluded by desiring that 
the deputation should bear in mind that Ihe 
government here, as in other colonic s, cnunol 
du much unless supported by ihe people oul- 
aide, who nu^iit themselves lo originate what 
is found necessary and expedient.

SOM3THING ABOUT A DESPE- 
RADO. 

About those recently hunt; nt the Bannock 
Mines, by the Vigilance Committee, was v 
man named Iioono Helmo, who perhaps de- 
served hiir.gnijj as much ns any man ever did. 
A gentleman who kue-v him well furnishes 
Ihe following account of his crimes : " i first 
saw him in Salt Like City, iu the Spring of 
lb. r )8, where he mode li s nppeararce in com- 
fiany with a mountaineer named Powell, 
who had been trading for a number of years 
with 'ihe l'"lal- Head Indians. lie was much 
emaciated, and presented thu appearance of 
a man who had suffered extreme hardship 
Ho told the following Btory : Early in the 
Pull he had left Dalles, Oregon, in company 
with seven companions, who proposed to mako 
iheir way to Sail Lake City. The parly was 
made up ol gamblers, and they had nil the 
" tools" usually used by sporting mm, and a 
race horse with which they proposed to beat 
anything that could bo produced in Mormon- 
dom. About three weika alter they had 
stated from tha Dalles the parly were at- 
tacked by Indians, and during the fight which 
followed, two ul them were killed. For lour 
days ihey bad occasional skirmishes with tlio 
savages, who seemed determined to oppose 
any advance into their territory. In hopes ol 
escaping from lhe*o attacks, they left the 
water course along which they were travol- 
liiii', and made a bold push over ihe iriotin- 
tains. For several days they kept on their 
course, without knowing which way they 
were travelling, and trusting to fortune to 
brine; them sufo into !ho settlements, A unnw. 
storm now sol in, which continued for some- 
time, nnd effectually put an cud to all farther 
travel. Finding it impossible to pursue their 
journey they elected a hut in a littlo valley 
surrounded by high mountains, and made 
themselves as comfortable as possible under 
tha circumstances. They remained in Ibis 
camp until Iheir supply of provisions was 
completely exhausted, after which Ihey 
killed and ate tneir horses and mules. After 
killing >he last animal, they determined to 
mako a bold push to reach the settlement, 
each taking a pair ol blankets, and as much 
mule meat us bo could carry. The five inn 1 1 
slartod over the mountains, in a southerly 
direction. On thu third day ono ol the 
party became snow bl ndi and wa- 
left behind lo perish. Two days afterward, 
in crossing n river' on thu ice, two more were 
drowned, leaving Helm nnd one companion to 
pursue Iheir journey. Alter oight days' tra- 
velling, their supply ol mule tuout gave out, 
uud they wero compelled to subsist on the 
prickly- pear plant, which thoy louud.of stuui« 
cd growth, in tha valleys through which they 
passed. On tbo twotity iirst day after they had 
loft their camp in the mountains, Helm's oq'ra, 
ptinion, a man named Claylop, became miow- 
bliud, und, being unable lo defend himself, 
was s nil by ilulm, who mady a hearty meal 
ol tho corpse, and, horrible OS it may appear, 
corriod a pott i n of it along with him for 
food. A few days niter tho last remnant ol 
Ins companion hud been devoured, Holm nr- 
riyod nl an Indian's IjUt, and was (reaiod to a 
dish of root- - , ami afterwards oondqcled by the 
Indian lo Ihe encampmeut of iho mountaineer 
above mentioned. This man brought Helm 



into Sill Lake City. Once in the camp of 
thu army of occupation, under the command 
of General Johnson, Helm's account of his

ulTerinos obtained him relief, and be lis 
Illness for two or three months. At lb 



Idleness for two or three months. Attheex 
piralion ol that time he joined a band of 
horse thieves, prcanized by two men named 
Johnson und Harrison) for the purpose of 
standing atii rnnls from tho Overland Mail 
Company uud Ihe United States Army. 'I h s 
baud was very successful, nnd succeeded i i 
running into California ono or I * o droves of 
horses and mules, While engaged in this 
business, Holm killed two men employed by 

the United Stales Government as herders, — 
Entering a saloon iu the town of Lodi, iii 
Utah, soon after, he wus seen and recognized 
6y n clerk iu the employment of lha (pinner, 
master, who, in attempting to arrest Helm, 
was shot through tha head. Helm next made 
his way to L i" Angelo?, where ha was em- 
ployed by Mr. Tomliuson, but robbing n store 
keeper named Horn, at tha Monro, he left 
that reffirin, and next appeared at the Salmon 
River Mine/, wJiere ono Sunday afternoon ha 
shot a man because bo relu"ed to drink with 
hi in . Making his escape, he rtiada his way Iri 
C i ri boo, where he led n life ol violence, which 
soon made the country ton hot for him, Hinl 
bo, with soma associates killed nnd robbed 
three traders, on the trail between Antler 
Crack and the Forks of the Qdesnelle. Get- 
lint,' safely away from British Columbia, he 
vent to Ihe Bannock Mines, where he atli- 
2 ated with a set of scoundrels. who spread ter- 
r ir amongst the peaceful and law-abiding 
citizens', who finally, in sheer self-defence, 
rose en masse, and Retried a 1 tito members »l 
the band Ihey could lay their hands upou.and 
hanged them. — Cull.

Huva any of our do-nothing 
politicians ever pondered on the crime that 
may 0e engendered, Iho vicious habits that 
may he formed, Iho hopes and aspirations 
that may he blighted, the hearth stones that 
may bu made desolate, and tha gray hairs 
they may bring" with sorrow to tho irrnve," 
by suuli a course ol culpable neglect! Can 
any of us m ike an estimate of all this !
